Where  to  find  space  for  a  closet  in  a  house  that  has  "been 
"built  for  some  time  is  generally  a  problem.     How  about  the  "back  porch?  At 
one  end  of  it  a  good  closet  for  work  clothes  could  "be  located.     And,   if  a 
"bedroom  "borders  on  the  porch,   a  closet  might  "be  "built  on  the  porch  and  a 
door  cut  through  the  house  wall. 

If  there  is  space  under  the  stairs  that  can  he  reached 
from  the  side,   two  closets  may  "be  "built,   a  low  one  with  hooks  easily  reached 
for  the  children's  coats  and  wraps  and  a  larger  and  higher  one  for  the 
grown-f oiks'  wraps.     Entered  endwise,   space  for  one  closet  would  he  avail- 
ahle. 

Upstairs,   the  stair  well  in  some  houses  cuts  off  just  the 
space  that  would  make  a  "bedroom  closet.     By  placing  the  "bottom  of  the  closet 
12  to  18  inches  ahove  the  room  floor,  the  space  ahove  it  can  still  he  used 
for  garments  without  interfering  with  headroom  on  the  stairs. 

A  room  that  is  cut  off  "by  a  sloping  roof  can  have  a  closet 
running  hack  under  the  overhang.    With  a  little  ingenuity  the  space  can  he 
used  to  advantage. 

There  is  often  some  unused  space  at  the  end  of  an  upper 
hall  that  can  he  cut  off  easily  for  a  closet.     Sometimes  a  hall  which  cannot 
"be  curtailed  in  this  way  is  "broad  enough  to  have  a  shallow  wardrobe  built 
lengthwise  in  it.     Any  closet  should  be  a  little  wider  than  a  garment  hanger 
so  that  a  lengthwise  rod  can  be  put  in  and  hangers  used  with  it. 
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When  two  adjoining  bedrooms  have  a  sufficiently  long  parti- 
tion between  them  and  one  is  large  enough  to  spare  about  2  feet  along  this 
partition,   another  wall  can  be  built  parallel  to  the  original  partition  and 
the  intervening  space  divided  into  two  long,   shallow  closets,  one  for  each 
room. 

Another  practical  suggestion  for  a  bedroom  is  to  build  one 
or  more  corner  closets.     If  these  can  be  made  almost  square  except  for  a 
diagonal  door  across  the  corner  that  projects,   they  will  take  shelves  at 
right  angles  and  a  garment  rod  under  one  shelf. 

Closet  space  may  sometimes  be  found  when  a  small  bedroom 
is  remodeled  for  a  bathroom.     A  room  6  by  10,  for  example,   is  at  least 
3  feet  longer  than  is  necessary  for  full  bathroom  equipment.     This  extra 
length  can  be  partitioned  off  to  make  a  closet. 
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
